Off on the Right Foot 


Last week's editorial about men hang- 
ing around Main street evenings created 
considerable comment, some of it favor- 
able, some unfavorable. Most of the 
unfavorable comment came from the 
men themselves, principally because 
they felt that the Townsman was advo- 
cating that their freedom to stand around 
and talk be curtailed, Thefavorable 
comment came from those who, like the 
lownsman, feel that these men have 
every right to stand around and talk, 
but who do not feel that they should do 
this on the Main street, where it will 
create a bad impression with people 
from out of town and with other Ando- 
ver people. We have a fine park in Ando- 
ver, created for the purpose of providing 
pleasure for Andover’s citizens, and 
while it may not be quite so convenient 
as the square, there really is no valid 
reason why these men should not con- 
duct their chats up there evenings. 

Last Friday evening one of the local 
police officers with an eye to his duty as 
prescribed by the town by-laws and by 
the chief of police told a group of men to} 
move away from the sidewalk in front 
of the library. This is a step in the right 
direction, a step which will be heartily 
approved by practically all the citizens 
of Andover. bi 

It is hoped that this police activity 
will be continued, so that people going 
to the library, to the movies, or to any 
of the churches on Central or Essex 
streets may do so without being forced 
to walk along the curbstone. It should 
also be extended to other portions of the | 
street where our idle citizens seem to} 
gather either to talk about almost every | 
conceivable subject under the sun or| 
just to lean against the building, smok- | 
ing, spitting, or in a few cases recovering 
from the last drink that they had. 

An especial effort should be made to 
keep the walks in front of our barrooms 
cleared, as well as the alleys beside 
them. This drive should continue up} 
until November the sixth when the 
etown will vote “No” on the liquor} 
license question, unless the selectmen | 
prior to that time deprive a few of the | 
saloon-keepers of their licenses. 

It would also be well to extend the 
drive to the place on the sidewalk where 
a “bookie” stands every night to pay off 
those few who actually won on the races. 
Andover is located in Massachusetts, | 
not New Hampshire and Rhode Island, | 
and until betting is allowed by law in| 
this state, “bookies” had better find) 
some other place in which to conduct 
their illegal business. Certainly one of | 
our main streets is not the place for a} 
pay-olf. 

Store-steps, doorways and store win- 
dows come under the classification of 
private property, and sitting on the 


steps, cluttering up the doorway orl 
leaning against the windows is trespass-| 
ing. This should be stopped, too. The} 
store-keepers would appreciate it, and 
everyone that has to use Main street 
would also appreciate it. 

The police officer who cleared the 
walk in front of the library is to be con-| 
gratulated, and so is the police chief for | 
his order to keep the street free of | 
loiterers. We have a parking ordinance | 
which purports to keep the side of the | 
roadway clear, and we pay a street 
cleaner for keeping the gutters in tidy 
condition. It is time that we pay a little | 
attention to the sidewalks, too, in order 
to help re-establish Andover’s reputa- | 
tion as an attractive, respectable com- 
munity.

THE ANDOVER TOWN 


“How Times Change” is a saying as true 
as it is trite. Today a trans-Atlantic airplane 
voyage hardly makes the front page, because 
aviation has become so commonplace. Not so 
back in 1855, however, w! the Andover 
Advertiser of July 14 described an epic flight 
made by a Mr. Bannister. 

The stery follews: 
_ “Aerial Scenery.—Mr. Bannister, the dar 
ing aecronaut, who recently travelled 350 
miles, from Adrian, Mich., to Red Bank, 
Penn., in about four hours’ time, sailed during 
a portion of his journey, at a height of more 
than three miles above the surface of the 
earth 

“Near Cleveland, he passed over a wide 


view. The scenery of these clouds, he says, 
was magnificent. Their tops rolled and surged 
in the wind like an ocean of watery billows, 
and lit up by the clear sun above, they 
flushed and glowed ina manner indescribably 
beautiful. During his trip above the clouds, 
Mr. Bannister passed over a heavy thunder 
storm, which was raging two miles below him 
He writes that “the flashes of lightning lit up 


the crests of the cloud-waves with a red glare

ancient buildings, and Old world 
streets redolent of the colorful scenes 
of an earlier day. 

It has an ocean port with docks ca- 
pable of accommodating the largest 
ocean liners. Near where the great 
ocean Uners dock Wolfe landed tn the 
darkness with bis army to take the 
elty from the French, Not far from 
there the first seagoing steamer ever 
bullt In Canada was launched, It was 
the Royal William, the first ship to 
cross the Atlantic using steam all the 
way.
